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State departments, the price for which is not otherwise n«t
provided for by law^shall be paid for at the uniform rate
of seventy-five cents per square, (which is declared to be
equal to three hundred ems of the type in which the same
is printed,) for the first insertion, and thirty seven 50-100
cents for each subsequent insertion.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SEOTIOJT 1. That if any person or persons shall spear,
net, or in any way or manner, take or catch any tish in or
from any or either of the outlets or inlets of Lakes Cal- PeM,^for
houn and Harriet, in the county of Henncpin, in said «tchingiuii
State, or the marshes and waters below the same, and««l»ll»ilm"
above Rich land Mills, in said county, between the first
day of February and the fifteenth day of May, of each
and every year, such person or persons shall, upon con-
viction thereof, bo fined in the sum of two dollars for
each and every fish so speared, netted, or in any manner
taken or caught as aforesaid, therefrom; and such person
or persons shall stand committed to the county jail of
said county, until such fine be paid.

SEO. 2. That all prosecutions under this act shall be
commenced within one year from the timo of the com-
mission of any offence thereunder, and nut afterwards,
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tho Bflme sliall be upon complaint, under oath, before
any Justice of tho Peace in said county; and all fines
imposed and collected under this act, shall bo paul into
the treasury of said county, for the use of the common
schools therein.

SEC. 2. This act shall take effect from and after
March 1st, A. D. 1863.
